GERMAN LOCK AND HINGE ASSOCIATIONS. 


The British Consul-General at Cologne reports that, 
according to the ‘‘ Deutsche Bergwerks Zeitung,’’ with 
the transfer of Messrs. Friedrich Karl vom Bruck’s lock 
factory to an American firm, and the recent purchase of 
the Damm and Ladewig concern by Messrs. Yale and 
Towne, new difficulties appear to have arisen in the for- 
mation of the association, which have been further in- 
creased through Messrs. Yale and Towne’s interests in the 
Vereinigte Riegel u. Schlossfabriken A.G., Velbert. It 
has, however, been ascertained that the American firms 
do not intend to enter into competition with the German 
firms, but that they are ready to co-operate and are not 
opposed to the formation of an association. 

This attitude of the American firms will probably be 
welcomed by those circles which, through the formation 
of a syndicate in the lock industry and the standardisa- 
tion and specialisation of numerous kinds of locks, are 
hoping for an improvement in the position in general. 
Should the American firms succeed, by standardisation 
and specialisation, in reducing by 40 to 50 per cent. the 
numerous kinds of locks manufactured to-day in the local 
industry, progress will be in view for the whole of the 
lock industry. 

The same journal states that the negotiations for the 
formation of an association for hinges have been con- 
cluded, with the result that the association is to come 
into force with retrospective effect as from lst December, 
and will run on provisionally until 31st March next. It 
represents a price convention for the home and European 


market. The former free market prices have been raised 
by 5 percent. Twenty-one firms are participating in the 
association. 





GERMAN WIRE NETTING ASSOCIATION. 


The following extract from the ‘‘ Kolnische Zeitung ’’ 
concerning the probability of the formation of a wire- 
netting association has been forwarded by the British 
Consul-General at Cologne : — 

Although during the past few weeks there seemed to 
be no likelihood of the proposed sales associations for wire 
netting being formed in the near future conditions have 
changed as a result of the negotiations of the representa- 
tives of the so-called mixed works which took place at 
Cologne, and the formation of such associations for square 
interlinked and hexagonal wire netting will probably 
take place this month. Market conditions in square in- 
terlinked wire netting have for some years been very 
unsatisfactory owing to the fact that the makers of this 
material come under two categories, i.e., the so-called 
mixed works and the pure wire netting works. Since 
the former are themselves manufacturers of galvanised 
iron wire required in the production of wire netting, they 
have a great advantage over the latter, who have to pur- 
chase the material. 

These circumstances have called forth much disagree- 
ment and dissatisfaction, as the very numerous pure wire 
netting works have been more and more hard pressed by 
the big works and their competitive capacity continually 
prejudiced. During the past few years attempts have 
repeatedly been made to put an end to these conditions 
by forming an association. Negotiations have, however, 
failed again and again owing to the high quota demands 
of the mixed works. The pure wire netting works, see- 
ing their existence in danger, have recently applied to 
the Ministry of Economics. This appears to have helped 
in bringing about the change in the association question. 

The association of manufacturers of hexagonal wire 
netting, which was dissolved in the summer, appears also 
to be on the verge of being re-established. Whereas 
during the life of the former association there were 
several independent works, it is intended in future to 
include all manufacturers in the proposed sales associa- 
tion. Present quotations and discounts are to continue. 

It is worthy of note that the trade has already covered 
its spring requirements both in square interlinked and 
hexagonal wire netting for the greater part, and that 
some of the works are sold out, and are not accepting 
further orders.

THE REVISION OF CUSTOMS 
TARIFFS. 








CHANGES MADE AND PENDING, 





In accordance with our usual practice, we give below 
a general review of Tariff activities throughout the world 
in the year just ended, a year which has seen the whole 
question of Tariffs reviewed by the World Economic 
Conference held at Geneva in May under the auspices of 
the League of Nations, and the adoption by the Confer- 
ence of a complete series of recommendations in favour 
of the abolition or reduction of Tariff barriers. 

As regards European countries, the most important 
Tariff event of the year was the conclusion of the new 
Franco-German Commercial Agreement. This Agree- 
ment introduced a much larger element of most-favoured- 
nation treatment into the relations between the two 
countries, and may be regarded therefore as an im- 
portant step towards the restoration of normal Tariff 
conditions in Europe. The net effect, so far as the 
French Tariff is concerned, was to reduce the duties on 
many German goods, but, owing to the revision of the 
French ‘‘ Minimum’”’ duties on a large number of 
articles, to increase them on many classes of goods 
imported from the United Kingdom and other countries 
which, unlike Germany, had since the War enjoyed most- 
favoured-nation treatment. ‘The changes made in the 
German Tariff during the year by this Agreement and 
by Agreements with other countries have been in a down- 
ward direction; and this process of Tariff modification 
(generally reduction) by Treaty has also affected the 
Tarifis of Austria, Czechoslovakia, Greece, Hungary, the 
Serb-Croat-Slovene Kingdom, Switzerland and Turkey. 
On the other hand, such changes as have taken place in 
Italy, Norway, Portugal, Roumania and Spain have 
generally involved increases of duty. In Poland the 
projected ‘‘ valorisation’’ of Customs duties may lead 
te a general increase; but in Finland the new Tariff for 
1928 is expected to show reductions. 

As regards the British Empire, the year has been 
marked by a general revision of the Tariff of New 
Zealand, the outstanding feature of which is an increase 
of the measure of Tariff preference accorded to British 
trade. More particular reference is made to this matter 
in the article which we publish on pp. 8 and 9 of this 
issue. A partial revision of the Australian Tariff is now 
in progress, comprising both increases of the Preferen- 
tial Tariff rates on certain goods and an increase of the 
amount of Tariff preference granted in numerous 
instances. Such Tariff changes as there have been in 
the Union of South Africa and in India have been, on 
the whole, favourable to British trade. 

In Asiatic countries it is of interest to note that Siam 
has obtained Tariff autonomy. In China the Tariff posi- 
tion is complicated by disturbed political conditions. In 
Japan only minor changes have been made, but proposals 
affecting iron and steel are now under consideration. 

Among other Tariff changes which may be mentioned 
here are the revisions of the Tariffs of Cuba, Bolivia, 
Ecuador, Peru and Venezuela, and the partial revision 
‘of the Uruguayan Tariff, to all of which more particular 
reference is made below. 


EUROPE. 

Austria.—The Treaty with Czechoslovakia lapsed on 
22nd April, thereby involving increases of duty on many 
elasses of goods, but was replaced on 10th August by a 
revised Agreement which provided for various reduc- 
tions. The ‘‘ General ’’ Customs duties on various goods, 
including motor cars, motor cycles and motor engines, 
were modified by a Law of 27th October (the Third 
Tarif Amendment Law), mostly in an upward direc- 
tion, and came into force on the 21st November except 
in cases (such as motor cycles and motor cars) where 
‘‘Conventional’’ duties are in force. The same Law 
fixed increased ‘‘ General’’ duties for certain further

articles (including the thinner tinplates), but these have 
not yet been enforced. 


BELGIum (AND LuxEMBURG).—A few minor Tariff 
modifications were made in January and October. It is 
uncertain whether the readjustment of the “‘ coefficients 
of increase’’ of the Customs Tariff in accordance with 
the new values brought about by the stabilisation of the 
Belgian currency, which was at one time under con- 
sideration, will now be carried out. In Belgian Congo 
the import duties on a few articles were increased in 
January, and revised export duties came into force in 
May. 


CzECHOSLOVAKIA.—The Treaty with Austria lapsed on 
22nd April, thereby involving increases of duty on many 
classes of goods, but was replaced on 10th August by 
a revised Agreement which provided for various reduc- 
tions. Other Treaties concluded during the year which 
resulted in reduced duties on various articles (including 
certain cotton yarns and tissues, general and electrical 
machinery, hardware, chemical products, etc.) are those 
with Switzerland (in force from 12th July), Finland (in 
force from 3lst July), and Hungary (in force from 8th 
August). The duties on certain articles, including 
various iron and steel wares, were reduced in August, 
and a few other minor Tariff modifications were also made 
during the year. The Turnover Tax on textile raw 
materials, yarns and unfinished tissues was reduced in 
January, and in May various imported goods became 
subject to the 2 per cent. Turnover Tax on imports, while 
at. the same time the list of goods subject to the 12 per 
cent. “‘ luxury’’ Turnover Tax was revised, the new list 
being less extensive than that formerly in force. The 
‘luxury ’’ Turnover Tax on certain motor cars was with- 
drawn on Ist October. 


DENMARK.—The special laws regarding surtaxes on 
luxury goods have been continued in force until the end 
of March, 1928, with a few minor alterations. The Bills 
for the increase of the import duties on footwear, leather 
and clothing have not yet been passed, nor has the 
“anti-dumping ’’ Bill, introduced in March. A recent 
Bill proposes to prohibit the import of inferior quality 
‘““ woollen ’’ clothing for men. 

Eston1a.—The import duties on a few articles were 
modified in April. (As regards the proposed Customs 
Union with Latvia, see ‘‘ Latvia.’’) 


FINLAND.—The 1926 Customs Tariff was continued in 
force during 1927 with only a few minor alterations. It 
is understood that the Budget for 1928 proposes to reduce 
the duties on certain foodstuffs, confectionery, tobacco, 
tissues of cotton and wool, and petroleum, and to increase 
the duties on motor cars, petrol and tyres. 


France.—In 1926 Agreements were made with Bel- 
gium and Italy providing for the non-application to the 
duties on certain goods (of which silk and mixed silk 
goods were the most important) of one or both of the 
30 per cent. increases of duties applied in France. The 
Agreement with Belgium came into force in January, 
1927, and that with Italy in May, 1927, and, as they 
had retrospective effect, gave rise to refunds of 
‘“excess’’’ duty levied on goods of the kinds affected. 
The Government Bill for the revision of the Customs 
Tariff was made public in March and a full translation 
was published with the ‘‘ Journal’’ of 17th and 24th 
March. The Bill was referred to the Customs Commis- 
sion of the Chamber of Deputies, which proposed various 
modifications both in the Articles of the Bill and in the 
schedule of proposed duties (see the ‘‘ Journal ’’ of 21st 
April and 19th May). The Chamber of Deputies dis- 
cussed the Articles of the Bill in May (see the ‘‘ Jour- 
nal’’ of 26th May), but no further progress has been 
made. A Law was, however, passed on 28th July giving 
the Government the power, for three months, to make 
Tariff changes by Decree, when necessary for the urgent 
conclusion of Commercial Treaties, and under this Law a 
Commercial Agreement was made with Germany and 
came into force on 6th September. Under this Agree- 
ment Germany secures a much greater measure of most- 
favoured-nation treatment in France than she had 
hitherto enjoyed. As regards German trade, the effect

of the Agreement was, in general, to entitle many classes 
of German goods to enter France on payment of lower 
Customs duties than had previously been payable; but 
countries (such as the United Kingdom) which had 
enjoyed ‘‘ Minimum ’’ Tariff treatment were faced with 
increased duties on many classes of goods, owing to 
the revision (generally in an upward direction) of 
‘“ Minimum’’ Tariff rates under the Franco-German 
Agreement and the Decree issued in connection there- 
with. The increase of duties applies, inter alia, to many 
chemicals and dyestuffs, celluloid, tanning extracts, inks 
and colours, soap, certain pottery and glass, linoleum, 
hosiery, paper and board, leather, jewellery, various 
kinds of machinery and apparatus (including textile and 
agricultural machinery), tools, cutlery, cycles, asbestos 
wares, scientific instruments, photographic apparatus, 
sports goods and toys, etc. The new duties fixed by the 
Agreement form the first instalment of the general Tariff 
revision, but it is not expected that the discussion of the 
Bill will be resumed for some time. The increase of the 
French duties following upon the Franco-German Agree- 
ment led to difficulties with the United States which have 
been settled, for the time being, by the accord to United 
States (and incidentally Canadian) goods of the rates 
ruling prior to the Agreement, except where the new 
‘‘Minimum ’’ Tariff rates are higher than the rates for- 
merly applicable to American goods. An Agreement has 
been concluded with Italy, embodying new Customs 
duties on silks in France, to come into force at the same 
time as the revised Tariff. Tariff negotiations are also 
being entered into with other countries. The duties on 
cereals and cereal products were increased in September, 
and again in November, in which month the duties on 
various animals and meat were also increased. During 
this year the system under which goods from French Pos- 
sessions not having the same Tariff as France are 
admitted into France either duty-free or at reduced rates 
(usually within the limits of fixed annual contingents) 
has been considerably extended. 


FrencH Possessions.—The Tariff changes made in 
France as a result of the Franco-German Commercial! 
Agreement will probably be promulgated in ‘‘ Asszmi- 
lated’’ French Colonies, with the exception of Indo- 
China. At present, however, so far as is known, the 
changes have only actually been promulgated in one 
‘“ Assimilated ’’ Colony, viz., Martinique. The move- 
ment for including 7'wnzs in the France-Algeria Customs 
Union continues to make progress. In French Indo- 
China a general internal tax of 2 per cent. ad valorem 
was imposed on 25th July, and the duties of the special 
local Tariff (covering only a few articles) have been in- 
creased by 69 per cent. A new Tariff came into force in 
French Togoland in February. A number of minor 
Tariff modifications have been made in Syria during the 
year. 


GermMany.—The Agreements with France lapsed on 
30th June, thereby involving increases of duty on a few 
articles, but they were replaced on 6th September by the 
new Franco-German Arrangement, which provided for 
reductions of duty on a wider range of goods, including 
perfumery, silk and mixed silk goods, various tissues of 
wool and of cotton, and some cotton yarns. <A few 
Tariff reductions have also been made by the Agreements 
with Norway (in force from September 6th), Turkey (in 
force from 22nd July), and the Serb-Croat-Slovene 
Kingdom (in force from 20th December). The Customs 
Tariff, based on the Tariff Revision Law of 1925, which 
was to have expired on 31st July, was continued in force 
for a further 24 years (i.e., until 3lst December, 1929), 
by a Law of 15th July which provided for increased 
duties on pork and potatoes. 


GREECE.—The Commercial Convention with Italy, 
which came into force on 6th June, reduced the duties 
on various goods, including dynamos and certain kinds of 
mixed fabrics (wool, artificial silk, etc.), and the Con- 
vention with Sweden, which came into force on llth 
June, reduced the duties on certain timber, acetylene 
lamps. atid paper pulp. Several Decrees have been 
issued during the year modifying the Tariff in certain 
particulars, generally by the insertion of additional 
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items in the Tariff; and the duties on various foodstuffs 
have been increased. 


HouitaNnD.—In November a Bill was introduced to 
increase, for a period of three years, the duty on 
domestic earthenware and porcelain, household glass- 
ware and tiles from 8 to 15 per cent. ad valorem. 


Huncary.—The enforcement, on 6th July, of the 
revised Commercial Agreement with France affected the 
duties on many classes of goods; in some instances (e.g., 
woollen piece-goods and tyres) the duties were increased, 
but in most cases (including perfumery, fine cotton 
piece-goods, worsted yarn, motor engines and parts, and 
automobiles) they were reduced. The Commercial 
Treaty with Czechoslovakia, which came into force on 
8th August, provided for reductions of duty on a con- 
siderable number of articles, including cotton tissues 
made of No. 50 yarn or under, linen yarns and tissues, 
woollen yarns and tissues, mixed silk tissues, carpets, 
hosiery, clothing and various other textiles, leather and 
footwear, earthenware, hardware, certain machinery, 
etc., and the Treaty with Turkey, effective on 26th Sep- 
tember, reduced the duties on a few other articles. 
Further Decrees have been issued during the year pro- 
viding for the suspension or reduction of duty on goods 
for industrial purposes; and there have also been a few 
minor Tariff modifications. 


Iraty.—Decrees have been issued increasing the 
import duty on various goods, including certain vege- 
table oils, felts and horsehair cloths, ball and roller 
bearings, pneumatic tyres, rubbered cloth, and certain 
chemicals. The 1926 Agreement with France, which 
came into force in May, has resulted in the increase of 
the duties on certain silk, etc., crépes and laces. The 
treaty with Greece, which came into force on 6th June, 
reduced the duties on currants and dried figs. The 
duties on motor cars were revised in November, and a 
few minor Tariff alterations have also taken place. The 
scope of the ‘‘ temporary admission ’’ system has been 
extended. 


Latvia.—A revised Customs Tariff is being prepared, 
and will probably come into force during the first half 
of 1928. A Treaty for the establishment of a Customs 
Union with Estonia was ratified by both countries in 
April. A common Customs Tariff is to be drawn up 
within 18 months of the coming into force of this 
Treaty. A Provisional Economic Treaty to facilitate 
the circulation of goods between the two countries is also 
being drawn up. 


Norway.—A revised Customs Tariff came into force 
on 14th May, but as the result of consideration by the 
Storthing certain further modifications (generally re- 
ductions from the rates originally fixed) were made when 
the new Tariff became definitive on 11th July. A State 
Monopoly of grain and milled products was instituted 
in July. 

PoLtanD.—A number of minor Tariff alterations have 
been made during the year, affecting, inter alia, tea, 
rice, fishing nets, the heavier kinds of salt herrings, red 
herrings, superphosphates and ships and boats. The 
proposed valorisation of the Customs duties now under 
consideration, to compensate for the fall in the value of 
the zloty, is expected to involve a general increase of 
duties by 72 per cent. The Government are now em- 
powered to double the ordinary duties in the case of 
goods from countries not having a Treaty with Poland. 


PortucaL.—A number of Tariff modifications have 
been made during the year, the most important being 
the increase of the duties on files (in July), and on fabrics » 
of wool (effective in December), and the reduction of 
the duties on wool yarn and tops, which was to take place 
on Ist January, 1928. Other modifications have affected 
tobacco, certain guns, umbrellas, sugar, corsets, etc., 
elastic and rubbered fabrics, certain glasswares, and 
toys and games, and there have also been reductions of 
the duties on linens to be embroidered in Madeira and 
the Azores. Provision has been made for the reduction 
from 4 to 3 per cent. ad valorem as from Ist February, 
1928, of the general fee for Consular visa of declarations 
of cargo for goods imported by sea, and this fee is made 
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applicable, as from Ist January, 1928, to imports by land 
or air. The list of goods subject to reduced fees for 
Consular visa of declarations of cargo is also extended. 

PortucuEse Possessions.—In Angola the import 
surtax on foreign textiles was increased in February, and 
certain other duties and surtaxes have been modified, 
and there is a proposal to collect 25 per cent. of the 
import duties on foreign goods on a gold basis. 
The proposed new Tariff for Mozambique, enforced 
on lst January, 1928, does not aim at changing the 
import duties to any extent, but increases the prefer- 
ence to Portuguese and Portuguese Colonial goods. 
In the Cape Verde Islands the import duties on beer, 
cider, etc., and on distilled beverages have been 
increased. 


Roumania.—A new Customs Tariff came into force on 
14th April. The duties are stated to be based on a per- 
centage of the value of the goods, varying from 10 per 
cent. in the case of raw materials to over 30 per cent. in 
the case of articles previously prohibited to be imported 
or subject to ‘‘ luxury ’’ surtaxes. The import restric- 
tion system was abolished on the introduction of the new 
Tariff, as were also the Customs surtaxes on ‘‘ luxury ”’ 
goods and the Commission Tax of 2 per cent. ad valorem. 
The revision of the Tariff is again under consideration. 
A turnover tax of 2 per cent. is payable, the rate being 
increased to 10 or 15 per cent. for specified ‘‘ luxury ”’ 
goods. This tax is collected along with the Customs duty 
in the case of imported goods and is assessed on official 
valuations. 


SERB-CROAT-SLOVENE Kincpom.—Only a few minor 
Tariff alterations (generally reductions) have been made 
during the year, and on 20th December, when the Treaty 
with Germany came into force, the duties on certain 
articles, including prepared medicines, cotton stockings, 
wool velvets, brushes, stationery, silver wares, some cut- 
lery, wireless apparatus and toys, were reduced. 


Soviet Union.—A new collection of Customs Tariffs 
was promulgated on 11th February. 


Spain.—A Supplementary Convention has been con- 
cluded with the United Kingdom, revising the Commer- 
cial Treaty of 1922. From 24th April the ‘‘ Conven- 
tional ’’ duties fixed by the 1922 Treaty (and also those 
fixed by the Franco-Spanish Commercial Convention of 
1922) went out of force, except in so far as they were 
covered by other Conventions still in operation, and were 
replaced by the ‘‘ Second Column’’ rates. These 
““ Second Column ’’ duties include the ‘‘ coefficients ’’ 
applicable (if any), but these ‘‘ coefficients ’’ 
were suppressed, or reduced by 50 per cent., in 
the case of certain goods by a Decree Law of 5th 
April in force from 24th April. As_ regards 
coal, 750,000 tons per annum may be imported from the 
United Kingdom at a duty equal to 60 per cent. of the 
** Second Column ’’ rate. The restrictions on the storage 
and stocking of British steel were relaxed. The Com- 
mercial Convention with Cuba, enforced in November, 
affected the duties on cigars and sugar. A few Tariff 
changes (affecting certain leather, light accumulators, 
phosphatic fertilisers and basic slag, alcoholic liquors and 
a few other goods) were put into force in July by a 
Decree Law of the 20th of that month, which put in hand 
the work of general Tariff revision. The revised Tariff, 
now under consideration, may be issued during the 
earlier part of 1928. Reference may also be made to the 
restrictions on the import, etc., of petroleum, introduced 
in July in connection with the proposed petroleum 
monopoly. 


Swepen.—A few minor Tariff modifications were made 
in June and July. A Commission is studying the revi- 
sion of the Tariff, but is not likely to complete its labours 
for some time. 


SwirzERLAND.—The Tariff reductions provided for by 
the Treaty with Germany (affecting leather, some paper 
wares, hardware, tinfoil, machine tools and various other 
goods) came into force on Ist January, 1927, and those 
provided for by the Treaty with Czechoslovakia (affect- 
ing jute carpets and rugs, certain pottery and glassware, 
smallwares, imitation jewellery and various other goods) 
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on 12th July. Supplementary duties were imposed in 
October on beer and malt and cereals for making beer. 
The duties on motor cars were modified (in general, in- 
creased) on lst November. The question of the general 
revision of the Tariff is still under consideration, but 
definite developments are not expected for some time. 


TurkEY.—The Treaty with Germany reduced the 
duties on a few classes of goods (some leather wares, cer- 
tain tools, toys, etc.), and the Treaty with Hungary 
provided for the duty free import of certain seeds. The 
Law for the Encouragement of Industry exempts from 
duty primary materials to be worked up in industrial 
establishments. The general ‘‘ Consumption ’’ (Turn- 
over) Tax has been replaced by a ‘‘ Transaction ’’ Tax 
of 6 per cent. on imports and 24 per cent. on exports. A 
playing cards monopoly has been instituted. 


AMERICA. 


ARGENTINA.—A Government Bill was presented to 
Congress in the latter part of the year for the increase 
of the duties on various articles, including jute sacks, 
twine, machines, locomotives and tractors, mineral and 
vegetable oils and motor cars. 


Botrivia.—A new Tariff was introduced on Ist October 
which, it is understood, provided in general for an in- 
crease of duties by from 25 to 30 per cent. Reductions 
of duty have, however, been made in some cases, notably 
for silks and alcoholic beverages, on which the new duties 
were postponed until lst January, 1928. The various 
Municipal Taxes hitherto levied are, it is understood, 
replaced by a uniform surtax of 20 per cent. of the 
Customs duties. The Consular invoice fee payable on 
import has been increased from 3 to 6 per cent. ad 
valorem in May. 


Brazit.—Special surtaxes were imposed on_ petrol, 
motor vehicles and tyres on 8th April. The duty on 
cotton sewing thread has been reduced. 


Cuite.—A few minor Tariff alterations, affecting 
chiefly certain glass wares, have been made during the 
year, and it is expected that the specific duty on motor 
cars will be replaced by a duty of 20 per cent. ad valorem. 
The various proposals for Tariff revision which have been 
put forward from time to time are under consideration by 
a Parliamentary Committee, which is understood to have 
rejected all recommendations for reductions of duty. 
The new Tariff will, it is expected, be published shortly. 


Cotomspta.—The revision of the Tariff is under con- 
sideration. 

Costa Rica.—A few Tariff modifications have been 
made, affecting, inter alia, mineral waters, various in- 
dustrial oils and waxes, lubricants, copper sulphate, 
motor cars and motor cycles, beer, preserves, soap, tea, 
spirits and shoe polish. 


Cusa.—A new Tariff came into force on 26th October, 
the classification of which is somewhat more elaborate 
than that of the previous Tariff. It consists of two 
columns, and the lower (second column) rates are applic- 
able to United Kingdom goods, some of which (including 
the finer cotton and linen goods) are faced with in- 
creased duties, and others (including tinplate) with re- 
duced rates. In many cases the duties are the same as 
before. United States goods continue to enjoy a prefer- 
ence of from 20 to 40 per cent. of the Tariff duties. 


Ecvapor.—A new Tariff came into force on Ist July. 
The classification is much more detailed than in the pre- 
vious Tariff, and the number of items dutiable on the 
gross weight is considerably reduced, the ‘“‘ legal net 
weight ”’ (i.e., weight including interior packing) being 
generally adopted instead. In the case of cotton goods 
it is estimated that the duties were increased by 10-15 
per cent. 

GuaTeMALA.—A few Tariff alteration have been made, 
affecting soap (increased duties), agricultural machinery 
(made duty free), and motor engines, parts and acces- 
sories. The Consular invoice fee has been increased to 8 
per cent. ad valorem for both freight and parcel post con- 
signments. (In the case of freight consignments 2 per 
cent. is collected in the country of export and 6 per cent. 
at the port of import.) 
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Hart1.—A partial revision of the Tariff took place in 
August, involving both increases and reductions of duty. 
The articles affected include cotton and wool felts, asbes- 
tos, lubricating oils and greases, paraffin wax, various 
cutlery goods, tins for preserves, vegetable oils, soap, 
polishes, waxed cloth, various machines, and cycles. 


Honpuras.—A new Tariff was introduced, but its 
application has been indefinitely postponed. 


Mexico.—There have been several Decrees modifying 
the Import Tariff, among the more important articles 
affected by increases of duty being certain cotton and 
linen piece-goods (March and September), oiled and 
waxed cloth and pneumatic tyres (March), and jute 
yarns, tissues and sacks (July). New headings were 
raised in September for artificial silk tissues and articles, 
but the rates applicable were much the same as_ those 
hitherto in force. There have been some changes in the 
stamp taxes on tobacco, medicines and toilet products, 
and the surtax on goods imported or exported by post has 
been increased. The Consular invoice fee has been sub- 
jected to a series of modifications. It was first increased 
from 5 per cent. for all goods to 10 per cent. for dutiable 
goods and 5 per cent. for non-dutiable goods. The re- 
duced fee for non-dutiable goods was then withdrawn, so 
that all goods paid 10 per cent., but provision was later 
made for a refund of half the fee (5 per cent.) on import 
in the case of a few articles (including machinery and 
tools). 


Nicaracua.—A general surtax of 124 per cent. of the 
Customs duties has been applied to all imports, with a 
few exceptions. The Tariff treatment of mixed fabrics 
of cotton and artificial silk (and articles made therefrom) 
has been favourably modified. 


PanaMA.—Only a few minor Tariff modifications have 
been made during the year. 


Preru.—The Emergency Tariff Law, in force from Ist 
January to 3lst December, 1927, resulted in the increase 
of the import duties on various goods by from 20 to 100 
per cent. A new Tariff has been drawn up, and is, it is 
proposed, to be enforced in January, 1928, but it is 
not expected that it will provide for any appreciable 
reductions of duties. A surtax has been imposed on 
imported pharmaceutical preparations. 


Satvapor.—On 15th August the various surtaxes, 
additional duties, etc., which were levied in addition to 
the basic Tariff rates were incorporated with the basic 
duties into consolidated rates, and at the same time the 
opportunity was taken to effect a general increase of 
duties by 17 per cent. on the average. The Consular 
invoice fee has been increased from 3 to 4 per cent., the 
whole of the fee being payable to the Consul, instead of 
half to the Consul and half to the Customs on import as 
hitherto. 


UNITED StaTes or AMERICA.—Several Proclamations 
have been issued under the “‘ flexible Tariff ’’ provisions 
of the Tariff Act, increasing the duties on methyl] alcohol, 
pig iron and iron kentledge, gold leaf, Swiss and Emmen- 
thal cheese, crude and caustic calcined magnesite, and 
cherries, and reducing the duties on cresylic acid and 
phenol. (Great Britain is the principal country supply- 
ing cresylic acid and phenol, and British India the 
principal country supplying pig iron and kentledge and 
caustic calcined magnesia. ) 


Urvucuay.—The import duties on certain articles, in- 
cluding cashmeres of wool, have been increased, and 
special ‘‘ patente ’’ taxes imposed on various goods, 
including motor cars, tyres and preserves. Revised 
valuations have been published for the calculation of 
ad valorem duties on goods falling under the sections of 
the Tariff relating to perfumery and toilet articles, food- 
stuffs, electrical goods, stationery, hardware, musical 
instruments, and fruit and vegetables. 


VENEZUELA.—A new Tariff was introduced on 20th 
July. It involved comparatively few alterations of 
duty, but numerous alterations of nomenclature were 
made. 
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ASIA. 

JAPAN.—Only a few minor Tariff modifications have 
taken place during the year, but proposals are at present 
under consideration for an increase of duty on iron and 
steel and wares thereof (including machinery). 


S1am.—lIn virtue of revised Commercial Treaties con- 
cluded with various countries, including the United 
Kingdom, Siamese fiscal autonomy became effective in 
March, and a new Tariff was introduced on the 27th of 
that month. The general rate of Customs duty leviable 
on imported goods is now 5 per cent. ad valorem, as com- 
pared with the 3 per cent. rate formerly levied. All 
export duties, except those on rice and paddy, were 
abolished. 


BRITISH EMPIRE. 


UnitepD Kincpom.—The alterations in import duties 
effected by the Budget for 1927-28 related to motor tyres, 
blank cinematograph film, translucent pottery, wines, 
tobacco and matches. Various notices have been issued 
during the year dealing with the liability or non- 
liability of certain articles to duty (various chemicals, 
planimeters, certain braids, spectacles, some classes of 
pottery, and packing paper for spinning into yarn), the 
exemption from duty being in some cases for a prescribed 
period. The amount of Empire labour and/or material 
in optical goods necessary to qualify for preference has 
been increased from 25 to 75 per cent. 


AUSTRALIA.—Proposals for the amendment of the 
Commonwealth Tariff, particulars of which (based on 
cable information) were published in the ‘‘ Journal ’’ of 
lst December, were introduced into the Australian Par- 
liament on 24th November, the increased duties in most 
cases being collected as from the following day, although 
reductions of duty have not yet become operative. 
Several important branches of British trade will benefit 
by reduced duties (e.g., lace, cutlery, and motor cycles), 
and others, on which the duties payable are unchanged, 
benefit by increased preference (telephone appliances, 
etc.). On the other hand, the duties on some British 
goods have been increased, the most important class of 
goods so affected being iron and steel bars, beams, 
etc., but in some cases the increase of duty is to some 
extent offset by an increase of preference (e.g., gramo- 
phone records). Various other trades (such as linoleum) 
may be faced with increased duties eventually, as in- 
creased ‘‘ deferred duties ’’ are prescribed by the Bill. 
Apart from this special Tariff revision measure, the most 
important Tariff changes have been an increase in the 
margin of Tariff Preference on British motor car chassis, 
as from 29th September, 1927 (by the increase of the 
General and Intermediate Tariff rates), and a codification 
of the Customs classification of certain cotton piece- 


goods. 


Britisu Inp1a.—The Steel Industry (Protection) Act, 
1927, came into force on Ist April, providing for the 
continuance of protection to the steel industry and the 
introduction of a system of differential duties on certain 
iron and steel articles, the lower rates of duty being 
applied to steel of British manufacture. Various Tariff 
changes were effected, as from Ist March, by the Indian 
Finance Act, 1927, including the abolition of the export 
duty on tea and the reduction of the import duty on 
motor cars and tyres. The Tariff Board’s Report on the 
cotton textile industry was published in the earlier half 
of the year. The Government of India decided not to 
increase the duty on cotton piece-goods, but an Act (No. 
23 of 1927) was passed in September which imposed until 
3lst March, 1930, an alternative specific duty on cotton 
yarn, the object being to subject the 5 per cent. ad 
valorem duty to a specific minimum of 14 annas per 
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pound. Another Act exempted certain machinery and 
mill stores from import duty as from lst October, and 
made artificial silk yarn and thread dutiable at the rate 
of 74 per cent. ad valorem. The Customs duties on cer- 
tain printing and writing paper were modified by a 
further Act, under which the duty on newsprint was 
reduced. 


CanaDA.—The Sales Tax was reduced from 5 to 4 per 
cent. as from 18th February. 


Irish Free State.—The Budget amended the duties 
on matches and made a few other small Tariff changes. 
Customs duties were imposed in October on rosaries and 
margarine. 


New ZEALAND.—New regulations governing the entry 
of tea under the British Preferential Tariff became 
operative on the Ist August. A revised Customs Tariff 
became operative in the Dominion on 14th September as 
a consequence of Resolutions which were introduced into 
the Dominion Parliament on the preceding day. The 
full text of the new Tariff Schedule was published as a 
Special Section to the ‘‘ Journal’’ of 22nd December. 
In general, the margin of preference enjoyed by British 
goods has been increased, although in some cases (com- 
paratively few) the increase of preference is accompanied 
by an actual increase of duty. On the other hand, the 
preferential duties on some goods are, or are to be, 
reduced. The attention of British traders is directed to 
the special article on the main features of the Tariff 
revision which immediately follows in this issue of the 
‘* Journal.”’ 


Union or Soutn Arrica.—The combined Form of 
Certificate of Origin and Value in respect of exports to 
the Union has been amended, and an additional regula- 
tion with regard to the standardised form of invoice 
(requiring gross prices and discounts to be shown) came 
into force on Ist June. Certain Tariff changes provided 
for by Budget Resolutions (including increased duties on 
sheet lead and a few other goods, and reduced duties on 
cotton piece-goods and certain other goods) were incor- 
porated in an Act promulgated on the 24th June. 


SouTHERN Ruopesia.—The duty on cycles, motor 
cycles, motor cars and tyres imported from the United 
Kingdom has been reduced to 10 per cent. ad valorem, 
the ‘‘ General’’ Tariff duty remaining at 20 per cent. 
ad valorem. The duties on certain cotton piece-goods 
were reduced as from 17th August. 


Britisa West InptrEs.—The Customs Tariffs of a 
number of the British West Indian Colonies have been 
modified in the course of the year with a view to giving 
effect to the increased Preferences provided for by the 
Canada-West Indies Trade Agreement of 6th July, 1925. 


Go.tp Coast.—The duties on a number of articles, in- 
cluding soap, cigarettes and motor spirit, have been 
modified in the course of the year. 


S1ERRA Leone.—The export duty on palm kernels has 
been increased to 30s. per ton. 


Cyprus.—A revised Schedule of Customs duties and 
of articles exempted from duty came into operation in 
the Colony on 14th February. 


NyAsSALAND.—A revised Schedule of dutiable articles 
together with a revised table of duty exemptions came 
into force on Ilth May. 


PALESTINE.—Revised Customs duties became opera- 
tive on 4th November. 


ZANZIBAR.—The general ad valorem rate of Customs 
duty on goods imported into the Protectorate was in- 
creased from 10 to 15 per cent. as from 28th October. 


Kenya, UGANDA AND TANGANYIKA.—A greements, effec- 
tive as from Ist August, have been concluded between 
the three Territories for the purpose of providing for 
the reciprocal duty-free admission of goods grown, pro- 
duced or manufactured therein, and for facilitating the 
transfer of imported goods. 
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NEW ZEALAND. 





THE REVISED TARIFF: AN OPPORTUNITY 
FOR BRITISH TRADE. 


With the issue of the ‘‘ Journal’’ of 22nd 
December last we published the text of the revised 
Customs Tariff of New Zealand embodied in the 
Customs Amendment Act dated 25th October, 1927. 
By way of supplementing these particulars, we give below 
some indication of the main features of the results of the 
Tariff revision, based on a Report which has been 
received from Mr. L. B. Beale, H.M. Trade 
Commissioner at Wellington. 


OBJECTS OF THE TARIFF REVISION. 


When introducing this revised Customs Tariff in 
Parliament, the Minister of Customs stated that the 
objects which the Government had in view were as 
follows :— 


(1) To reduce the cost of living and the cost of pro- 
duction, both in the primary and secondary industries ; 

(2) to assist local industries (both farming and 
manufacturing) either by increasing the protection 
already afforded to a certain number of such industries 
or by reducing the duty on the raw maéerials, 
machinery and plant used by them ; 


(3) to encourage still further trade in goods 
produced in the British Empire instead of those of 
foreign origin ; 

(4) to remove the protection afforded to the very 
limited number of what are regarded as uneconomic 
industries, or to the one or two industries which have 
ceased to operate in the Dominion ; 


(5) to provide further negotiating power to secure 
new and increased markets for New Zealand products. 


INCREASED TARIFF PREFERENCE FOR BRITISH GoopDs. 


Increased duties under the British Preferential Tariff 
are confined to a comparatively small number of articles , 
and it will be noted with satisfaction that the 
Preferential rates on the important classes of goods 
comprising apparel, hosiery, and boots and shoes have 
suffered no increase. The outstanding feature of the 
Tariff revision is the increased measure of preference 
accorded to many branches of British export trade. 
Among the more important items affected by the 
increased preference, Mr. Beale _ specifies the 
following :— 

(A) The margin of preference has been increased 
from 15 per cent. ad valorem to 20 per cent. ad valorem 
on the following goods :— 


Drapery. Provisions. 
Linoleums. Woollen yarns. 
Chinaware. Hosiery. 

Glassware. Apparel. 

Stationery. Millinery. 
Cinematographs. Hats and caps. 
Musical instruments. Woollen piece-goods. 
Earthenware. Cordage. 


Electric appliances. 
Tobacco pipes. 

Pianos. 

Hardware and hollow-ware. 


Fancy goods and toys. 
Sporting goods. 
Medicinal preparations. 
Gramophones. 

Lawn mowers. 


In the case of most of the above items the duties are 
now :— 

British Preferential Tariff 20 per cent. ad valorem 
(unaltered from the former Tariff). 


General Tariff 40 per cent. ad valorem (35 per cent. in 
the former Tariff). 
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(B) An increase in the margin of preference from 
10 per cent. ad valorem to 20 per cent. ad valorem has 
been accorded to the following goods :— 


Fire engines, extinguishers, 
and hose. 

Printing type. 

Electrical machinery. 

Knitting machines. 

Lenses. 

Opticians’ materials. 

Surgical and dental instru-

In all the above items entry remains free under the 
British Preferential Tariff, whilst a duty of 20 per cent. 
ad valorem is imposed under the General Tariff. 

The new Tariff provisions relating to piece-goods 
represent an important advantage to British trade, 
and deserve separate mention. The class of cotton 
piece-goods which constitutes the bulk of New Zealand 
import trade in such goods receives an immediate increase 
of preference of 5 per cent. ad valorem, the preference 
now amounting to 15 per cent. ad valorem, the former 
duty-free admission under the British Preferential Tariff 
being continued. Piece-goods of other vegetable 
textile fibres also receive an immediate increase of prefer- 
ence by 5 per cent. ad valorem, as do also certain classes 
of silk and artificial silk tissues. . As from Ist July, 
1928, however, all these piece-goods will also become 
free of duty under the Preferential Tariff and receive a 
preference of 15 per cent. ad valorem, and the same will 
apply to the other classes of silk and artificial silk tissues, 
which are now dutiable under the Preferential Tariff 
and receive a preference of only 5 per cent. ad valorem. 
The new Tariff provisions here in question are set out in 
detail in Item No. 180 of the revised Tariff. 


The following figures from the Report of the New 
Zealand Tariff Commission show for the years 1923-26 
the value of the imports into New Zealand of goods 
subject to differential Tariff treatment according as they 
are of British or foreign origin and also the percentage 
proportion of British to foreign trade in such goods :—

As the margin of preference has been increased 


in practically all items of importance included in the 
above totals, the United Kingdom now enjoys a much 
more favourable Tariff position in New Zealand than 
formerly; and manufacturers and traders in _ this 
country would be well advised to study carefully the 
increased opportunities for trade in the Dominion 
afforded by the new Tariff. 

In this connection Mr. Beale has compiled and 
forwarded two interesting Schedules covering New 
Zealand’s imports of goods to which preferential rates of 
duty are granted ; Schedule (1) relates to goods not pro- 
duced in New Zealand and Schedule (2) to goods produced 
in the Dominion. These Schedules show the new rates of 
duty, the old and new margins of preference, and the 
value, item by item, of the share of the trade secured 
by British and foreign countries, respectively, in the 
year 1926. These tables are available for inspection by

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FOREIGN EXCHANGES IN 1927. 








REVIEW OF CHIEF CURRENCIES’ 
MOVEMENTS. 

The figures given in the table on page 10 afford a 
general review of the movements of the principal foreign 
exchange rates on London during the year 1927. The 
quotations are the monthly averages of the daily closing 
rates for telegraphic remittances. All particulars have 
been taken from the ‘‘ Financial Times.’’ 


The principal events of the year in the foreign 
exchange market have been the continued advance in the 
value of the £ in New York from August onwards, and 
the recent announcement that the Italian Government 
had decided to return to the gold standard. The firm: 
ness of the leading South American exchanges in 1927 
was noticeable, and the return of the Argentine Govern- 
ment to the gold standard occurred in August. 

The closing quotation for the £ in New York was 
4:858 on Ist January, 1927, and from this rate it 
weakened to 4-849 (the lowest closing quotation recorded 
in 1927) on the 4th, 5th and 7th February. There was 
a firmer tendency in March, the four weekly averages 
of 4-852, 4-853, 4-855 and 4-857 indicating the steadiness 
of the exchange during that month. April and May 
showed monthly averages of 4:857, and slightly lower 
averages were recorded for June and July. From 
August onwards the rise in sterling continued unchecked, 
contrary to the expected fall which normally occurs in 
the autumn owing to the seasonal payments to America 
for cotton, grain and other produce. At the end of 
August the closing rate was 4-862, parity level (4-866) 
was reached on 20th September and on the 24th 
September the closing rate (4:867) was slightly in excess 
of parity. This improvement was more than maintained 
in October and later months; the closing rates in 
December varied between 4°880 and 4-884, the quotation 
for the last day of the year being 4°88,’7,. On balance 
sterling gained about 24 cents. in 1927. 


The upward movement in the value of the £ during 
the later months of 1927 was attributed to a variety of 
causes, including the cheapness of money in New York, 
the large amount of foreign borrowing in America, and 
the fact that the export of the crops was largely financed 
in New York instead of in London. 


Italian lire, which closed on 31st December, 1926, at 
a rate of 108-063 to the £, depreciated during January 
and the first week of February, the highest closing 
quotation of 1927 (114-063) being recorded on 7th 
February. From that date there was a steady improve- 
ment, the closing rates on the last days of February, 
March and April being 110-850, 105-700 and 91-625 
respectively. The sustained demand for lire caused a 
rate of 833 to be touched at one time on the 26th April, 
but on profit-taking sales the rate re-acted to 89-625 at 
the close on that, date. On 2nd May the lira declined 
in value to a rate of 95-125 to the £, but it recovered to 
88-188 on the last day of that month. June saw the 
rate forced down, probably by speculative influences, to 
below 87 on several days, the closing quotation on the 
25th (83-70) being the most favourable recorded to the 
currency during 1927. From July onwards the rumours 
that the basis of stabilisation for the lira would be at 
90 to the £ tended to keep the exchange at a rate 
approximating to this figure. The averages for the five 
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months July to November ranged from 89-064 in the 
former month to 89-487 in the latter. The closing rates 
averaged a little under 90 during the first three weeks 
of December, 89-975 being recorded at the close on the 
2ist. On that date the Royal Decree-Law was issued in 
Rome by which notes of the Banca d’Italia became con- 
vertible into gold or gold currencies at the rate of 7-919 
grams of fine gold to 100 lire. On the following day 
it became known that the rate fixed for stabilisation was 
based on the United States dollar, and it was to be at 
exactly 19 lire to the dollar, which is equivalent to a 
mint value of about 92-46 lire to the £; this unexpected 
rate moved the quotation for lire at the close of that day 
up to 92-624, or 164 centimes above the new parity. The 
rate declined to 92-60 at the close on the 23rd and 24th, 
a firmer tone prevailing after the Christmas holiday, the 
closing rate was down to 92-395 on the 30th and 3lst. 
The average rate for the seven days in December since 
stabilisation was 92-502. In order to support the 
restored standard it is understood that precautionary 
credits from the other central banks have been secured 
by the Bank of Italy in addition to a private bankers’ 
credit secured in the United Kingdom and in the United 
States. 


One of the few currencies which still lends itself to 
speculative operations is the Spanish peseta, and the 
sharp fluctuations which occurred in this currency during 
1927 were mainly due to these influences. The closing 
rate on 3lst December, 1926, was 31-740 and on 30th 
April, 1927, it was 27-590. The monthly averages for 
the four months January to April (30°322, 28-899, 
27°899, and 27-535) show that the peseta, on balance, 
was steadily appreciating, the impression prevailing that 
it was the intention of the Spanish Government to allow 
the rate to approach near parity and then to return to 
the free gold standard. Under this assumption pesetas 
were bought heavily for a rise, thereby accelerating the 
appreciation. In May the peseta experienced a slight 
set-back, the rate rising from 27-465 on the Ist to 
27°665 on the 3lst. June, July and August showed a 
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more definite decline in the value of Spanish currency, 
the closing rate rising from 27-670 on Ist June to 28-810 
on 3lst August. The September and October averages 
record a slight improvement in favour of the local 
currency, but actually, on balance, there was little change 
during these two months. In November the closing rate 
again rose, the quotations on the lst and 30th being 
28:50 and 29-730 respectively. December showed a 
further depreciation, the closing rate on the 31st being 
29-89. On balance the peseta appreciated during 1927 
by about 6 per cent. 

French francs were quoted at 122-800 to the £ at the 
close on Ist January, 1927, at 123-175 on Ist February, 
and at 123-995 on lst March. From that date until the 
end of the year the rate was virtually stationary at 
around 124. 

Of the Scandinavian exchanges, the Norwegian 
appreciated on balance in 1927, as compared with 
sterling, by about 44 per cent., the most favourable 
quotation of the year (18:32) being recorded in 
November ; the Swedish crown appreciated by about one- 
third of one per cent., while the Danish crown showed 
little change in value. Except for a few days early in 
March and at the end of April the rate for Swedish 
currency on London was above parity from March to 
December, and Danish currency was in a similarly 
favoured position from the middle of July to nearly the 
end of August. Norwegian currency was still about 
1 per cent. below London parity in December. 

On balance in 1927 there was no considerable move- 
ment in the rates of the Continental gold currencies on 
London. Reichsmarks steadily depreciated in the first 
five months, the quotation reaching 20°54 on 11th May, 
the highest figure recorded since the currency was 
stabilised ; they recovered from June to November, being 
actually at a premium, as quoted in sterling, on most 
dates in October and November, and closed the year at 
an exchange value slightly below parity. Belgas depre- 
ciated until the middle of the year, subsequently im- 
proving until September. In October the Brussels

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quotation reached a shade under 35, the highest figure 
since stabilisation, and at the end of the year the belga 
was in about the same position as at the beginning. The 
Swiss exchange moved in favour of sterling during 1927, 
while Amsterdam rates favoured the local currency. The 
Zurich rate rose steadily from 25-11 at the close on Ist 
January to 25°265 early in May, but declined to 25-213 
by the end of August; in the last four months the aver- 
ages were again higher, 25°298 being recorded at the end 
of November, and 25-275 on 3lst December. The Dutch 
crown varied in the first six months from a rate of 12°113 
to the £ on 22nd February to 12°143 in the middle of 
April, and from 12°066 in the middle of November to 
12°140 recorded on 19th September. The currency was 
above parity from the 22nd October to the end of the 
year. The value of the £ in Prague varied by only 
about 0°6 per cent. throughout 1927, the rates being well 
within the limits of 160-6 and 167°8, at which the 
National Bank is under obligation to maintain the 
exchange. 


The rising tendency of the Argentine dollar has been 
one of the features of the foreign exchange market 
during 1927, reflecting the increased prosperity of that 
country. It was worth 462d. on Ist January, and rose 
in value to 464d. on 31st January, to over 47d. in the 
middle of February, and to 4733d. at one time on the 

th March, a rate slightly above the gold parity. The 
monthly averages for March, April and May all exceeded 
474d., and 47#d. was quoted at the close on three days 
in June. The upward tendency continued during July, 
August and September, the averages for the three 
months being 47:757d., 47°88ld. and 47-943d.; the 
highest closing quotation of the year (47:984d.) was re- 
corded on several days during that period. On 26th 
August the Caja de Conversion was re-opened, and the 
assuming of the liability to give gold in exchange for 
notes signified the return of the Argentine to the gold 
standard. Somewhat lower averages were recorded in 
November and December, but, on balance, the dollar 
appreciated by nearly 14d. during 1927. The rise was 
largely due to the increased grain and meat exports, and 
the consequent heavier remittances which this country 
had to made to Argentina. 


The Japanese yen, which opened the year at a value 
of 24-219d., showed improving monthly averages of 
24°181d. in February and 24°304d. in March; in March, 
indeed, it appeared possible that the yen was about to 
return to its par value of 24$d., the rate having risen 
to 24%d. at one time in the middle of the month, but 
the occurrence of financial troubles caused a fall to under 
2s. on 19th April, and to 1s. 114d. on the 22nd and 23rd 
April. On the announcement that the Japanese Govern- 
ment had decided to support the banks the rate showed 
some improvement, the closing quotation on the last day 
of April being 23-594d. The yen fluctuated irregularly 
from May to September, with monthly averages ranging 
from 23°102d. to 23-387d., but in October and November 
the downward tendency was marked; 22°484d. was 
quoted at the close on 15th and 16th November. Some 
improvement occurred in December, the closing rate on 
the 3lst being 23°016d. On balance the yen lost nearly 
lid. in value during 1927. 


Although the Polish exchange is not one for which 
quotations are included in our usual monthly table, it 
may be recorded here that the successful issue in October 
of a seven per cent. gold loan marked another step in 
the restoration of financial stability in Poland. The 
zloty was stabilised as from 13th October at a rate of 
43°38 to the £, the quotations for this currency being 
practically stationary at 434 throughout 1927.

CANADIAN APPLE SHIPMENTS. 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has 
been officially advised by cablegram from Ottawa that 
between 7th and 14th December 14,900 boxes and 200 
barrels of apples were shipped to United Kingdom ports. 
Exports of apples from Canada this season down 
to 28th November reached 262,616 barrels, 11,521 half- 
barrels, and 416,596 boxes, as compared with 283,900 
barrels, 4,664 half barrels, and 674,130 boxes during 
the corresponding period of last year. 





SOUTH AFRICAN PRODUCE SHIPMENTS TO 


THE UNITED KINGDOM. 


The High Commissioner for the Union of South Africa 
in London has been advised by cable from the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Pretoria, that during the week 
ended 17th December the following quantities of South 
African produce were shipped to United Kingdom 
ports :—Wool, scoured, bales, 631, grease, bales, 13,119; 
mohair, bales, 283; hides, wet, bales, 1,974, dry, bales, 
1,599; sheepskins, bales, 845; goatskins, bales, 177; 
wattle bark, tons, 56; sugar, tons, 2,800; eggs, cases, 
1,554 ; tobacco, bales, 125; maize, bags, 860; maizemeal, 
bags, 13,731; and grit, bags, 143. 

In addition the following boxes of fruit were shipped 
on 23rd December :—Peaches, 16,243; plums, 15,399; 
dried apricots, 1,026; apricots, 876; raisins, 800; dried 
peaches, 600; granadillas, 82; grapes, 43; litchies, 32; 
nectarines, 30; and pears, 18. 





INDIAN WEATHER AND CROPS. 


The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, 
Calcutta, reports as follows to the Indian Trade Commis- 
sion in London on the season and crops during the weeks 
ended on the dates stated :— 

Rainfall.—Calcutta, 2nd January. During the week 
ended Ist January rainfall was nearly general in the 
Punjab on two days and in Baluchistan, the North-West 
Frontier Province, Sind, East Central India, East 
Rajputana, the Kumaon Hills and the United Provinces 
on one day. There were local or few falls of rain else- 
where. 

Crops.—Assam, 26th December. The weather was 
Crop prospects generally are fair. Bihar 
and Orissa, 26th December. The weather was dry. 
Standing and rabi crops are doing well. Punjab, 26th 
December. Light but nearly general rain benefited 
standing crops. More rain is needed. The condition of 
standing crops is unchanged.

OVERSEAS TRADE IN OCTOBER, 1927. 


H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in India has forwarded 
the following press statement as issued by the Director- 
General of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics :— 


The trade returns of British India for October show 


decreases in the values of imports, exports and re-exports as 
compared with the preceding month. Imports of private 


merchandise totalled Rs.21,13 lakhs in the month 
under review, showing a decrease of Rs.4 lakhs from 
September; exports of Indian produce and manufac- 


tures declined by Rs.1,95 lakhs from  Rs.26,97 lakhs 
to Rs.25,02 lakhs, and re-exports fell Rs.10 lakhs to Rs.85 
lakhs. ‘The comparison of the trade figures for October and

Measured by the statistics of merchandise and treasure 
the total visible balance of trade during October was Rs.3,12 
lakhs in favour of India as compared with Rs.5,64 lakhs in 
September and Rs.94 lakhs a year ago. During the seven 
months ended October last the visible balance of trade in 
merchandise and treasure was Rs.20,88 lakhs in favour of 
India as compared with Rs.17,04 lakhs in the corresponding 
period of 1926. The balance of remittances of funds in 
October, 1927, was minus Rs.1,40 lakhs, and in the seven 
months then ended minus Rs.15,67 lakhs. 
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CHANGES IN IMPORTS AND EXPpoRTSs. 


As compared with October, 1926, imports of food, 
drink and tobacco in the month under survey rose by Ks.39 
lekhs to Rs.3,79 lakhs, and those of manufactured articles 
by Rs.80 lakhs to Rs.15,07 lakhs, while raw materials fell by 
Rs.26 lakhs to Rs.1,74 lakhs. Under food, drink and 
tobacco, imports of sugar 16 D.S. and above, including beet 
sugar, increased by 20,000 tons in quantity and by Rs.25 
lakhs in value to 91,000 tons valued at Rs.1,80 lakhs. Under 
raw materials imports of kerosene oil decreased by 3 million 
gallons in quantity and by Rs.19 lakhs in value. Raw 
colton showed a decline of 3,000 tons in quantity and of 
Rs.31 lakhs in value. Of manufactured articles the value of 
imports of cotton yarn and manufactures fell Rs.19 lakhs. 
The imports of cotton twist and yarn showed a small in- 
clease in quantity with a decrease of nearly Rs.4 lakhs in 
value. Imports of cotton piece-goods, while marking a rise 
of 13 million yards in quantity, registered a fall of Rs.11 
lakhs in value. Grey goods increased in quantity by 23 
million yards and by Rs.55 lakhs in value, while white and 
coloured goods declined respectively by 10 million yards and 
one million yards in quantity and by Rs.43 lakhs and Rs.25 
lakhs in value. There were noticeable advances under iron 
and steel (+Rs.56 lakhs), railway plant and rolling stock 
(+Rs.27 lakhs), machinery (+Rs.11 lakhs) and woollen 
manufactures (+RKs.9 lakhs). 

Exports of food, drink and tobacco in October increased 
by Rs.2,04 lakhs over the same month of last year to Rs.8,19 
lakhs, owing mainly to a rise of Ks.2,44 lakhs in tea ship- 
ments, which, however, was partly set off by a fall of Rs.55 
lakhs in foodgrains, chiefly rice. Exports of tea rose in 
quantity by 13 million Ibs. to 50 million Ibs. and in value 
by Rs.2,44 lakhs to Rs.5,52 lakhs. Exports of rice, on the 
other hand, declined by 24,000 tons in quantity and 
Rs.60 lakhs in value. Raw materials and produce exported 
rose by Rs.1,43 lakhs to Rs.9,48 lakhs. Under this group 
raw cotton advanced from 7,000 tons valued at Rs.76 lakhs 
to 16,000 tons valued at Rs.1,67 lakhs. Of the total ship- 
ments Italy took 5,000 tons, or 31 per cent., Belgium 2,400 
tons, Japan 2,300 tons, the United Kingdom 2,000 tons, 
France 1,400 tons and Germany 1,300 tons, while the re- 
mainder went mainly to Spain. Exports of raw jute in- 
creased by 4,000 tons in quantity and Rs.22 lakhs in value, 
and amounted to 88,000 tons valued at Rs.3,28 lakhs. Manu- 
factured goods decreased by Rs.1,64 lakhs to Rs.7,03 lakhs. 
Shipments of gunny bags, which amounted to 33 millions 
valued at Rs.1,71 lakhs, showed a decrease of 18 millions in 
number and Rs.1,04 lakhs in value as compared with 
Mctober, 1926. The yardage of gunny cloth exported also 
fell from 157 millions to 122 millions, while the value 
dropped by Rs.54 lakhs te Rs.2,46 lakhs. Exports of tanned 
or dressed hides showed an increase of 700 tons in quantity 
and of Rs.17 Jakhs in value. 


TRADE wits FoREIGN COUNTRIES: SHIPPING. 


The share of the United Kingdom in imports fell from 
47 per cent. in October, 1926, to 45 per cent. in October, 
1927, while her proportion of exports rose from 25 per cent. 
to 37 per cent. The shares of Germany, Japan and the 
United States in October, 1927, were 6, 9 and 5 per cent. 
respectively under imports, and 7, 2 and 9 per cent. respec- 
tively under exports. 

The tonnage of vessels entered into British India and 
cleared outwards with cargoes from and to foreign countries 
and British Possessions during October amounted respec- 
tively to 703,000 and 625,000 as against 565,000 and 607,000 
in September and 576,000 and 669,000 a year ago. During 
the seven months ended October, 1927, the tonnage of 
vessels entered and cleared with cargoes totalled respectively 
4,316,000 and 4,399,000 as compared with 3,863,000 and 
4,540,000 in the corresponding period of 1926.

SOME LEADING IMPORTS, JANUARY-

According to the Malay States Information Agency in 
London imports of foodstuffs and non-dutiable drinks into 
Malaya during the first three quarters of 1927 totalled 
£10,709,827 as compared with £10,658,582 in the correspond- 
ing period of the previous year, while those of dutiable 
drinks and tobacco were valued at £4,313,194 as against 
£4,401,416. 

Imports of grain and flour into Malaya during January- 
September, 1927, were valued at £10,518,100 as compared 
with £10,232,876 in the corresponding period of 1926. 
Those of cattle foods totalled £667,845 as against £660,141. 

Imports of iron and steel and manufactures thereof 
during the period under review amounted to £2,585,152 as 
compared with £2,695,869 in January-September, 1926.

FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-AUGUST, 1927. 


Imports and exports during the first eight months of 
1927 amounted in value to £52,157,000 and £52,781,000 as 
compared with £52,833,000 and £60,469,000 respectively in 
the first eight months of 1926, states ‘‘ Wileman’s Brazilian 
Review.”’ 

The official returns of the overseas trade of Brazil for 
August last showed better results than had been antici- 
pated, in view of the decline in both the volume and sterling 
c.i.f. value of imports. The increase in exports was to be 
expected, and the balance in their favour in August con- 
sequently was larger than had been anticipated. Neverthe- 
less, the movement of trade during the eight months ended 
August last was very unfavourable owing to the fact that 
the balance in favour of exports was £7 million lower than 
during the same period of 1926. It is considered doubtful 
whether the favourable balance for the whole of 1927 will 
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exceed £5 million as against actual balance of £14,795,000 in 
1926 and £18,432,000 in 1925.

Coffee accounted for 69-8 per 
cent. of the total sterling f.o.b. value of exports during the 
first eight months of last year as against 75-4 per cent. in 
the corresponding period of 1926.

FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-NOVEMBER, 1927. 
(From the British Embassy.) 
Paris. 

The returns of French foreign trade for the first eleven 
months of 1927 show that the value of imports amounted 
to 47,637 million francs, as against 54,312 million frs. in the 
corresponding period of 1926, a decrease of 6,675 million 
frs., Or more than 12 per cent. The value of exports totalled 
50,204 million frs., as against 54,307 million frs., a decrease 
of 4,103 million frs., or over 7 per cent. Imports of raw 
materials fell by over 7,000 million frs., and manufactured 
articles by 1,782 million frs., but there was an increase of 
2,336 million frs. in foodstuffs. Exports of foodstuffs rose 
by 259 million frs., but there was a fall of 4,326 million frs. 
in manufactured articles and of 36 million frs. in raw 
materials. 

For the first eleven months of 1927 visible exchanges 
showed a favourable balance of 2,567 million frs., whereas in 
the same period of 1926 there was an unfavourable balance 
of five million frs. During the month of November there 
was a favourable balance of 239 million frs., as against one 
of 564 million frs. in October, 974 million frs. in Septem- 
ber, and 516 million frs. in August. 

As regards weight, imports in the first eleven months of 
last year amounted to 45,450,000 tons, against 41,404,000 
tons in the corresponding months of 1926, an increase of 
over four million tons, or nearly 10 per cent. Exports 
totalled 34,627,000 tons, against 29,693,000 tons, an increase 
of close on five million tons, or nearly 17 per cent. Imports 
of foodstuffs rose by 1,500,000 tons and raw materials by 
2,670,000 tons, but there was a fall of 192,000 tons in manu- 
factured articles. Exports of raw materials rose by 
4,335,000 tons and manufactured articles by 640,000 tons, 
but there was a decline of 40,000 tons in foodstuffs.

MOVEMENT OF SHIPPING IN NOVEMBER, 
1927. 


INCREASED ACTIVITY COMPARED WITH NOVEMBER, 1925. 


The net tonnage of vessels that arrived with cargo in the 
foreign trade during November, 1927, at ports of the United 
Kingdom was 6,128,000 tons, an increase of 7-7 per cent. as 
compared with the corresponding tonnage for November, 
1925. In view of the effects of the dispute in the coal mining 
industry last year this comparison is given in place of the 
usual comparison with the figures of a year ago. The 
principal increases were as follows:—British, 294,000 net 
tons, or 7-4 per cent.; German, 70,000 net tons, or 53-8 per 
cent.; French, 58,000 net tons, or 47-5 per cent. The arrivals 
in ballast during the month totalled 3,310,000 net tons, a 
decrease of 2-1 per cent. as compared with November, 1925. 
This decrease was distributed over all of the chief foreign 
nationalities, the British net tonnage showing a small in- 
crease of 0-2 per cent. 

The net tonnage of vessels that departed with cargo in the 
foreign trade during the month exceeded the corresponding 
figure for November, 1925, by 255,000 tons, or 4-3 per cent., 
and amounted to 6,227,000 tons. The British net tonnage 
increased by 140,000 tons, or 3-5 per cent.; the French net 
tonnage increased by 41,000 tons, or 18-5 per cent., and the 
United States net tonnage increased by 36,000 tons, or 19-9 
per cent. The only decrease of importance occurred in the 
vessels flying the German flag, viz., 34,000 net tons, or 16°0

per cent. The departures in ballast in the foreign trade 
during November totalled 3,404,000 net tons, an increase of 
624,000 tons, or 22-4 per cent., as compared with the aggre- 
gate for November, 1925. The principal increases were: 
British, 413,000 net tons, or 23-9 per cent.; Norwegian, 
33,000 net tons, or 25-2 per cent.; German, 81,000 net tons, 
or 55-1 per cent.; and French, 37,000 net tons, or 51-4 per 
cent. 

The net tonnage of the arrivals and departures of vessels 
with cargo in the coasting trade during the month in- 
creased by 10°9 per cent. and 10°2 per cent. respectively, as 
compared with November, 1925, while the arrivals and de- 
partures in ballast increased by 9-7 per cent. and 8-3 per 
cent.

ACREAGE OF 1927 FIELD CROPS. 
(From the High Commissioner for Canada in London. ) 


According to a statement issued by the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics, Ottawa, the total area sown in 1927 to the 
principal field crops in Canada was 54,672,310 acres. This 
was an increase of 400,000 acres over the previous year, 
when the cultivated area was 54,273,841 acres. The totals 
are exclusive of the area devoted to grain hay, which will be 
determined later. 

Canada’s wheat crop was grown on 22,460,154 acres, as 
compared with 22,895,649 acres in the previous year. Oats 
occupied 13,239,963 acres, as against 12,741,340 acres in 
1926; barley, 3,505,713 acres, against 3,647,462 acres; rye, 
743,311 acres, against 753,786 acres; and flaxseed, 475,802 
acres, aS against 738,397 acres in the previous year.

CUSTOMS TREATMENT OF GERMAN, 
AUSTRIAN AND HUNGARIAN 
GOODS. 


The New Zealand Gazette publishes a Notification of 8th 
November, 1927, which states that the Minister of Customs 
has decided to cancel, as from the 3lst day of December, 
1927, the provisions set out in the Notification of 7th Feb- 
ruary, 1924 (see the ‘‘ Journal ’’ of 3rd April, 1924, page 436), 
regarding the Customs treatment to be accorded to German, 
Austrian and Hungarian goods imported into the Dominion. 

The present Notification provides that on and after the Ist 
day of January, 1928, goods imported directly or indirectly 
from Germany, Austria or Hungary shall pay ad valorem 
duties, when so leviable, based on current domestic values 
of such goods instead of on ordinary export selling prices, 
i.e., at exactly similar tariff treatment in New Zealand to 
that accorded goods from any other foreign country. 





FUNGICIDES AND INSECTICIDES: 
REGULATION OF SALE, ETC. 


The terms of the Bill referred to in the ‘“‘ Journal ’’ notice 
of Ist December are embodied in an Act cited as the Fungi- 
cides and Insecticides Act, 1927, and will come into opera- 
tion on Ist April, 1928. The Act regulates the manufacture 
and sale of certain chemical specifics for plant diseases and 
pests, and of.certain weed-killers. The full text of the Act 
may be seen by persons interested at the Department of 
Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W. 1.

The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ for 28th December con- 
tains a Decree, dated 21st December, the effect of which is to 
reduce the French Customs duty on volatile vegetable 
oils or essences (other than those of rose, rose geranium 
ylang-vlang, lemon, orange, bergamot and mandarin orange).

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AND TARIFF CHANGES—Continued. 





Croat-Slovene Kingdom and Germany, which was signed 
on 6th October, has been provisionally enforced as from 
the 20th December by agreement between the two countries. 
Particulars of the reduced duties fixed by the Treaty in 
respect of certain goods imported into the Serb-Croat- 
Slovene Kingdom were given in the issue of the ‘‘ Journal ”’ 
for 3rd November (pages 463 and 464). The goods affected 
include prepared medicines, pencils, cotton stockings, 
woollen velvet, certain cutlery, aluminium utensils, some 
radio apparatus and toys. The reduced rates of duty are 
applicable to goods of United Kingdom origin.

PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Em’bassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period from Ist to 10th January in respect of import and 
export duties, Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver 
coins or notes of the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 15°96 
per cent. 

(The surcharge for the previous period was fixed at 16-12 
per cent.)

NEW CUSTOMS TARIFF. 


The ‘‘Gaceta de Madrid ’’ for 21st December contains a 
Royal Order, dated 13th Decem'ber, which approves new 
Customs import and export tariffs for the Spanish Posses- 
sions in the Gulf of Guinea, to come into force on Ist Feb- 
ruary, 1928. 

The new import tariff, like the one it is to replace, con- 
tains three columns of duties. Goods of Spanish origin fall 
under the first (lowest) column, and in many Cases are free 
of duty; goods originating in countries receiving most- 
favoured-nation treatment come under the second column; 
and the highest (third column) duties are to be applied to 
goods from all other countries. The number of tariff items 
has been increased from 64 to 108 (including sub-headings), 
and the rates of duty on foreign goods have been con- 
siderably increased. For instance, the second column duty 
on fabrics of cotton, linen or wool is to be increased from 
one peseta to 7 pesetas per kilog.; and that on made up 
cotton or woollen goods from 1 peseta to 8 pesetas per kilog. 
The new second column duty on iron and steel goods is 
3 pesetas per 100 kilogs., on common soap 10 pesetas per 
100 kilogs., and on jute sacks 10 cts. each. The duties on 
fabrics of jute, etc., and on coal are not changed, and 
machinery remains duty free. 

In the export tariff the number of columns has been 
reduced to two, the duties of the first column being applica- 
ble to goods exported direct to Spain and Spanish Posses- 
sions, while those of the second column are applicable to 
exports to foreign countries. The number of items has 
been increased from 14 to 34.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 





IMPORT DUTIES ON CHERRIES INCREASED. 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of a Proclama- 
tion signed by the President of the United States on 3rd 
December increasing the duty on cherries, sulphured, or 
in brine, stemmed or pitted (paragraph 737 of the Tariff), 
from 2 cents per Ib. to 3 cents per lb., under the provi- 
sions of Section 315 of the Tariff Act (i.e., the ‘‘ Flexible 
Tariff ’’ provisions). 

The investigation held by the Tariff Commission in accord- 
ance with Section 815 of the Tariff Act established the fact 
that the principal competing country for such cherries was 
Italy.

Separately 
imported engines will still pay the higher rates provided for 
under Tariff No. 894. 

The present rates of Customs duty on complete auto- 
mobiles (Tariff No. 915) are as follows :— 

Vehicles of a net weight of 2,200 kilogs. or less, 100 Rm. 
per 100 kilogs. 
Vehicles of a net weight of over 2,200 up to 3,200 kilogs., 

75 Rm. per 100 kilogs. 

Vehicles of a net weight of over 3,200 kilogs., 70 Rm. per 

100 kilogs. 

These rates are to be reduced, as from Ist July next, to 75, 
40 and 30 Rm. per 100 kilogs. respectively. 

The Note to Tariff No. 915 is, it is proposed, to be amended 
to read as follows (proposed additions to the text of the Note 
are indicated by italic type) :— 

Automobile chassis with engine, and bodies for passenger cars, 
are to be dutiabie as automobiles. 

The same Customs treatment (viz., the highest current rate of 
duty under Tariff No. 915) shall apply to the following parts of 
automobile chassis insofar as they do not fall under higher rates 
of duty by reason of the nature of their component material, viz., 
chassis frames, radiators, clutches, gearboxes, gearbox housings, 
cardans, rear axles, braking andi steering gear, and also, in 
accordance with further regulations of the Minisier of Finance, 
engine bonnets, front axles with or without axle stubs, drive 
shafts, drive shaft tubing, and purts of all the above-mentioned. 
goods vecognisable as such. 

It is proposed to amend the Note to Tariff No. 894 (under 
which motor engines are classed) to read as follows :— 


Internal combustion engines weighing (net)— 

50 kilogs. or less in the case of single-cylinder engines, 

100 kilogs, or less in the case of cuneniinine engines, 

400 kilogs. or less in the case of four-cylinder engines, 

700 kilogs. or less in the case of six-cylinder engines, 

900 kilogs. or less in the case of eight-cylinder engines, 
shall be dutiable at the rate of 150 Rm. per 100 kilogs. from the 
ist July, 1927, to the 30th June, 1928,* and at a rate of 100 Rm. 
per 100 kilogs. after the ist July, 1928,* unless it is proved that 
they are not intended for installation in vehicles falling under 
Tariff No. 915, or in machines falling under No. 893 B. 

Parts of internal combustion engines recognisable as such are 
dutiable at the same rate, in accordance with further regulations 
of the Minister of Finance, insofar as they are not subject to 
higher rates by reazon of the nature cf the component material. 

The wording of Tariff No. 822/3 (‘‘ axles (except railway 
axles) and parts of axles’’) is to be amended to read “‘ axles 
(except railway axles) and parts of axles, not elsewhere pro- 
vided for in the Tariff.’”’
